Life of Composer 
Shows Music Power 


When Sir Charles Stanford was 
fourteen. years old, he set to music 
a somewhat long dramatic poem. He 
wrote the first three verses easily 
enough, ‘but when the poem became 
too vivid and dramatic, he could not 
progress an_ inch, and so he was 
forced to give up. 

Ten or eleven years afterwards, 
when he had forgotten these early 
efforts, he again wrote the song, this 
time without a hitch. Sometime after 
it was published, he chanced to find 
the juvenile attempt in an old box, 
and much to his surprise, found that 
the first three verses of his completed 
song were almost identical with 
those of his youth. “His brain had 
remembered when he himself had 
wholly forgotten and had found the 
way out of difficulty without his be- 
ing in the least conscious of the 
process.”
